Weldon, and Capraine Thomas Afton, in 


urſuance of His Majeſtics defigne for 
& Ireland, fithens our departure from the 
Citie of Briffol. 


J]Hrove-monday the 20. of February wee de- 
&2 parted out of Trifle with 200, proper men 
MOHAN well armed, and colours flying, and ſhipped 
_—_. om aboard, i in the good Nip called the the 
Lambe of Briftod. 

Tueſday the 21. we ſet ſfayle from King-roade, neare 
Briſtol, for Ireland, having with us for our Convoy,the 
good Ship called the Fello wihip of Briftoll, a man of 
. warre. Tueſay y night, and Wedneſday VU day,we kept 
-company oth: at Sea. Wedneſday night thewinde 
being contrary, ere Thurſday morning our Ship and 


ID Convoy were ſeparated. 


Thurſday about noone we deſcried ey and in the 


ned ening we arrived before the Fort of Dauncanwnon,in the 


uth of the River of Waterford. | 

Friday and Satterday we landed our men ſafely with- 
in the. Fort; wherein we found the noble old Lord E/- 
 mond Govetnour thereof; with 190. men reſident fo 
the defence thereof ;*the*enemie laying within Mucket 
ſhot thereof.

without Joſſe of any: man'; :onely one man received a 
ſmallburt-in his ſhoulder... oo Po 
Friday the 4. of: March,we (allyed forth againeupon 
the Enemie , removed their Centinels , forced them to 
retreat: from their «nes , and brought away their 
Courtof Guard, inde of Deale boards, which ſerved 
ry well ro imalieour Huts lodging being 
ſomewhat ſcarce within'the Fort. : This _ wet 
outhr.our mer fafe off, onely one: man /ſhor; in the 
face, but not mottall. Thisday likewifo our Convoy,

':/Smngay.motning the 6:of March we fallyed forth 
ag1ine, intending to have ſomefurtherbandyingof bnl- 
ters with the Enemie ; hurmarching\up:thejrquatfers,

_ andipreſently ſome 50, Myskerjers were commanded 
to march thither , and make gaod the faine; againſt the 
Egemie; untill our men ſhould come off, which was 
done accordingly 3 the Enemic not daring to approach 
any further, Ns {ae to retreat So ,-) 
FWeldon reſolved together with the Captainot the Man

Munday morning the ſeventh of March, L yeaxup 
my ſelfe in the Man of War together with the Pin-

' ini the onely crlnextitnt” place-of Rendewinkmind Ga- 
riſon for Hl the rebellious Crye, 'that beſiege the Fort 
of Dancanmen; our Ship lay before it moſt partof the 
day, ſending many ſhots to the Caſtle, but could make 
no breach therein, then I cortimanded fome 2o, Muſ: 
queties t9goon ſhore, and ſet fire 0n onelide of: the 
Town, whichthey did landingatone end thereof, where 
they ſet a fire one houſe, thinking thereſt of the houſes 
on that row would havetaken fire by degrees. All this 
while the Rebels from the Caſtle played upon our men 
with their ſmall ſhot, very thicke 3 our men retreated 
itito the Boates, and came aboard againe all-fafe, onely 
one' man at the firſt landing was ſhot through the 
ſhoulder.

' "But lng fire not totake effeRt.I commanded 
the Boates to be manned forth againe, andto-land our 
men on the othes fide of the Towne, and fet.thatbn 
fire : Our mer being landed, marched upvery bokdly
